The. chill 
that wont over the country at the 
Presidents' message and the disap- 
proval of the action of the House 
made, itself felt- in the senate.

lutions eliminated nothing could have 
prevented 
immediate concurrence by 


the house, as the great majority of the 
Republicans of the lower branch of 
congress are eager for a conclusion. 


"But" the action" of the senate declar- 


ing for the recognition of Cuba's in- 
dependence against the direct and spe- 
cific recommendation of the president 
has given the conservatives a rallying 
cry from the standpoint of party loy- 
alty. 


One of the most prominent. Repub- 


IHcan leaders on the floor of the house 
denominated that portion of the senate 
resolutions a direct "assault" upon the 
president r/hich no loyal Republican 
could indorse. 


Upon this theory Speaker Reed and

Sunday night he was confident the

war the revenue measure agreed upon 
by the Republicans of the ways and 
means committee will be presented at 
once.

If President McKinley, by issuing his 


last message, has set his seal upon his 
country's claim to intervene in Cuha, 


BO do tho Spanish minsters respond hy 
finally setting their 
seal upon this 


country's flat rejection of that claim. 


The nature of the intervention ap- 


pears to be immaterial. It is the prin- 
ciples which the Spanish government 
now pledge themselves to resist to the 
utmost. The drastic decisions of the 
council are taken by the public at what 
will probably prove their true value. 


One newspaper alone thinks peace 


faintly possible. Some people, trusting 
to vague telegrams from Havana, In- 
dulge a hope that the insurgent leaders, 
fearing American annexation, will vol- 
untarily come to terms with the auton- 
omous government and that this may 
make President McKinley pause, but no 
definite information has yet been re- 
ceived in that sense. 


In official circles there is an impres- 


sion that a rupture of negotiations 
may not take place quite so soon as 
was expected, but !t can not be said 
that the prospects of a peaceful solu- 
tion are much improved. 


\Viir Seeing Inevitable. 


Among the leading representatives 


of all parties there is an almost unan- 
imous opinion that the United States 
will not accept less than the termina- 
tion of Spain's sovereignty in Cuha, 
and, as any concession of that kind 
is considered 
utterly 
incompatible 


with national honor, war seems Inev- 
itable, unless some unknown dens ex 
machina should suddenly intervene. 


A few sanguine people imagine that 


Europe may possibly awake at the last 
moment to the dangers of aggressive 
pan-Americanism 
and 
recognize 
in 


Spain the champion of the vital Euro- 
pean interests of the future. 


In that case the dens ex machina 


would naturally take the form of col- 
lective intervention by the great pow- 
ers, but such illusions are not indulged 
in by practical statesmen, nor do those 
latter attribute very much importance 
to the persistent rumors of the likeli- 
hood of the insurgents making terms 
with the autonomous government in 
order to avert annexation by America. 


It is no doubt probable that the in- 


surgents were disagreeably 
surprised 


Ijy the terms of President McKinley's 
message, which vetoes their independ- 
ence aspirations, and those who know 
Personally the 
two 
most influential 


leaders, Calixto Garcia and Maximo Go- 
mez, believe the former would not be 
insensible to the call of Spanish patri- 
otism. But Gomez is regarded as im- 
pervious to such an influence, and it 
is clearly perceived that the American 
annexafionists could easily counteract 
any such tendencies to conciliation. 


~Su Peaceful Solution. 


N'owhere is there any indication of a 


Peaceful solution acceptable to both 


The patience of the country 


at large is rapidly exhausting itself, 'to 
judge by telegrams from the provinces; 
and more or less expansive demonstra- 
tions of the popular feeling are taking 
place in many cities. 


The vote in the senate has caused a 


most unfavorable impression in Mad- 
rid, as closing the door to an under- 
standing of any kind being arrived at 
between the Spanish and American gov- 
ernments. 


Should President McKinley indorse 


either the idea of recognition of Cuba 
or of armed intervention no Spanish 
government could 
tolerate either of 


these courses without 
risking the 


gravest consequences in Spain. 


The votes of the senate and house of 


representatives are considered likely to 
paralyze 1 vth the mediation of 
the 


pope and the friendly interference of 
the European powers in the interest of 
peace, hecause the resolutions passed, 
if sanctioned by the president, would 
set aside all intermediate conciliatory 
solutions, Lie autonomy on Canadian 
lines, which the present Spanish gov- 
ernment wc-^ld h'ave agreod to. 


The 
unseemly precipitation of the 


American parliament leads Spain to 
believe that such an aggressive and 
provoking policy simply aims at mak- 
ing a rush into a conflict before ths 
results of the suspension of hostilities 
with the insurgents can really be ap- 
preciated, and before the Cuban colo- 
nial government can have time to par- 
ley with the insurgent chiefs and to 
pave the way for their submission, even 
at the price of considerable conces- 
sions. 


Indeed, both the colonial and impe- 


rial governments were very confident 
that the negotiations already opened 
in Cuba between the autonomists and 
the separatists would have led to a 
7rompt and satisfactory understanding, 
uhich would have defeated entirely the 
unscrupulous interference of the Unit- 
ed States.

So far ns I 


can see tho "Walbrook system Is a trump 
showing system pure and simple—that is, 
starting with tho lo:ig suit as a basis, 
[rom which, except in cn*D of the tnm,p 
attack, tho opening Is a'hv;iys ruado, the 
original lead invariably indicates either 
Itrongth or weakness in trumps. 
My ob- 


jections to this scheme of the openings are 
well known to he, first, that it bars short 
suit initiatives, and, secondly, that it com- 
pels the confession of weakness iu trumps 
whorc-ver you have it. I believe in the 
trump showing idea to a certain extent, 
but tho Vi'alL-'ooks seem to carry it too far. 
Inasmuch, however, as their experiment 
is new and radical, having been tried by 
no other team, and is also successful for 
the time being, wo must givo them our 
most respectful consideration. Their sys- 
tem is somewhat iu tho position of Koch's 
tuberculin a few years ago—wonderful on 
the surface, but too wonderful to bo ac- 
cepted as a specific by medical scientists. 
Let us be generous to the Walbrooks and 
hope they havo invented something that 
will bear tho test of experience better than 
tho German doctor's skyrocket discovery. 
For the present wo can with scientific 
frankness acknowledge only that the 
trump showing system hns some good in 
it, but how much and how far it can bo 
adrnntngcously carried romnins to be scon. 


Probably the earliest plan for showing 


trump strength without lending trumps 
was the Albany lead, or, moro generally, 
the lead of a short suit. Since the lead of 
a short suit was called "irregular," any 
irregular opening, including one from a 
long suit, came to bo considered an indi- 
cation of trump strength, but usually only 
when on honor was turned as the trump 
card.

'I'ho New- 
ton system has never been feared by its 
opponents. 
In fact, they were always 


glad to be told by an originr.l load whether 
or not thoir Newtonian friend was strong 
in trumps. 


Now wo come to a phase of tho trump 


showing idea whicn is not a modification 
of the Hamilton, Walbrook or Newton sys- 
.tem, but a distinct plan in itself. 
I nionn 


tho "invitation" game. Of the invitation 
game there aro, broadly speaking, two va- 
riutics. Firsb thoro is "modified" whist 
ns practiced by tho Pyramid club of Bos- 
ton, and in a similar but not identical 
form by tho New Jersey Whist club. 
In 


"modified" whist tbo longest suit is gen- 
erally opened. No trump showing mean- 
ing is attached to t!io high cards, but when 
the suit has to bo opened with a small 
card tho character of its trninp backing 
may—not must, mind you, but may—bo 
indicated. The 2, y, 4, and, if you please, 
6till higher cards, arc used as indications 
of trump strength, but the lead of a card 
not in the strength indicating category by 
no means denies trump strength. It Bays 
no more nor less thnn this: I may or may 
not have trump strength, but if I have I 
do not caro to show it. 


To this plnn I offer ho objection except 


this—that it requires the opening of tho 
longest suit. With me, however, this ob- 
jection is sufficient. 
I am strongly in- 


clined to believe that, if the in variable 
long suit opening is a sound theory, wo 
may as well stick to the "straight" gamo 
without trump showing or other arbitrary 
conventions. 


Tho other variety of tho invitation gnruo, 


which freely admits all reasonable short 
suit openings, insists that tho long suit, 
small card initiative ia admissible only 
when the lont? suit is backed by strength 
in trumps and cards of re-entry. In 
"Whist Openings" I advised tho 2, 3, 4 
and 5 ns trump showing lends. 
l>ntur, in 


the practice of my team, I huvo changed 
this programme without in the least mod- 
ifying general theory. Now \vt> play tho 
lowest card of a suit, whatever tho lowest 
card may be—though it very seldom runs 
higher than the 5—to show trump strength 
(four or more), and a card above tho low- 
est to show n good long suit and consider- 
oblo strength behind it, but not four 
trumps. 
Naturally I think this system is 


moro logical and liberal than any other 
involving tho trump showing idea because 
It docs not compel the admission of weak- 
ness nor forbid the opening of short suits, 
nnd because—I am its author. Still, I am 
frank enough to say that the artificiality 
of my distinction in the small card leads 
—tho lowest to show four trumps and 
above the lowest to show less than four—• 
sticks in thr> crop of the inventor who 
docs not beliuve in artificial whist. 


Just now I don't see how to do away 


with pure conventionalities in connection 
with the invitation game, but "there'll 
uome a day," I'm sure, when we shall so 
understand the basic principles of tho
